THE O’CONNELL CENTENARY. 
* . 

Cromwell has reason to he proud and boast of 
the splendid success which attended tho efforts 
of the promoters of the celebration of above 
event, which took place on Saturday evening 
last. As before mentioned, the affair, 'was taken 
in baud on the spur of the moment, without 
weeks of deliberation and preparation, and the 
warmth and heartiness with which it was gone 
into culmin.atcd in a celebration worthy of the 
occasion no less tb.an crwlitable in a degree to 
the district. Certainly, it was anticipated the 
biOnquet would be successful, but that success 
far exceeded the utmost holies of the projectors. 
The commodious Athen^um Hall — which was 
brilliantly lighted and tastefully ornamented 
with banners, evergreens aud appropriate de- 
vices — was at the advertised hour, filled' with a 
company numberiug at least 120 persons, repre- 
senting all sections and every shade of opinion 
throughout the district. A more enlivening 
spectacle, it is seldom in the province of up*, 
country residents to behold, and we feel that 
we are quite within the mark when we assert 
that not in Otago, if indeed New Zealand, did 
there Bit down to honor the memory of Daniel 
O’Connell a more numerous, happy, w'ell-to-do, 
and contented company than filled the Cromwell 
banquet-hall. 

Before proceeding to pen a few details of the 
evening’s proceedings, we may note that the ar- 
rangements in connection with the feast were in 
the hands of Mr James Scott, baker, and that 
gentleman carried out his portion of the pro- 
griimmo most creditably — the fare being the 
best procurable aud tho wines of a superior class. 
The decorations were superintended by Mr Webb, 
of Clyde, and they were very creditably exe- 
cuted considering the brief time at his command. 
The Cromwell Brass Baud, under Mr Whetter, 
was in attendance, and contributed greatly to 
the eveuing’s success and enjoyment. It would 
be ttujiist not to mention specially the names of 
Messrs Cassells, Starkey, Gudgeon, Dignan, and 
Hayes, as being conspicuous m their effuits to 
m.oke the celebration go off with eclat. 

The chair was occupied by .Mr I. Loughnan, 
supported by Messrs B. R. Baird and J. bfiizlett, 
M.P.C. : while Mr T. Fergus acted as croupier, 
supported by Messrs S.ams and Gordon. After 
a selection by the band, “ St. Patrick’s Day in 
the morning,” the Rev. B. Drake pronounced 
grace, when an immediateonsloughtwas made on 
the good things provided. After the sloth was 
removed, the Chairman proposed the toast of 
“The Queen aud Royal Family,” which was 
most loyally responded to, tho Band playing 
“ Rule Brittania.” 

“ The Governor and Parliament of New Zea- 
land” followed, the Band playing “Happy 
Land.” The toast was moat enthusiastically re- 
eeived. 

Mr Fergus, vice-chairman, in a few appropriate 
remarks proposed “His Honor tho Superinten- 
dent and Provincial Council,” coupled with the 
name of Mr Hazlett. 

Mr Hazlett in responding, regretted the ab- 
sence of his colleague, Mr MacKellar, who would, 
he felt, h.ave been able to reply more, fittingly. 
He was glad to say that he and Mr MacKellar 
had always worked in unison for the benefit of 
the district— -although perhaps not always found 
in the same lobbies— and would continue to do 
so, while Provincialism existed. According to 
present appearances, this would not be long, 
but he hoped to see something equally good set 
up in its place before it was demolished.

The chairman in rising to propose the toast of 
the evening, “ The glorious aud immortal 
memory of Daniel O’Connell, ’’ said 

The honor has been conferred upon me of pre- 
siding at this Banquet, by which we celebrate 
the hundredth anniversary of the birth of Daniel 
O’Connell. _ In proposing to you the toast of 
“ The Glorious and Immortal Memory” of the 
Great Liberator of Ireland, it has become my 
duty to say a few words by way of panegyric on 
this great man. And here 1 cannst but feel my 
own weakness and inability to do justice to so 
noble a theme. I cannot but regret , that the 
task has not fallen to the lot of some one more 
worthy and able than I can pretend to he,— of 
■whtea there are ntany hwe to-night, 'WTalst I 



an) proud to be able to claim a kindred in race 
at least with the oonntrymen of the horn of this 
day, l am conscious that 1 have not inherited a 
gift in which most Irishmen have a large por- 
tion,'— that of readiness and ffueiicy of speech, if 
not qf. actual eloquence. If luy remarks may 
appear tame to many of yon in comparison with 
the glowing feelings of your own breasts, if my 
words do not seem to do justice to your own .as- 
pirations, I am sure you will assign the deficiency 
to the right cause : my heart is in the subject, 
although I know that the best I can say or do' 
will be totatally inadequate to it. The cele- 
bration of the memory of Daniel O’Connell has, 
as you are aware, been taken up just now by 
English-speaking people all over the world. It 
is no merely national celebration. English and 
Scotch appear to be vieing with the Iris’a in do- 
ing honor to his great name, and appear to be 
almost disputing for the largest share of hint. , 
Tho whole world is acknowledging his greatness, 
his unflinching patriotism, his thorough-going 
honerty of purpose, his large-minded lovo of 
freedom and justice. He lives by the memory 
of tbp good he has done. His failings have been 
buried with bis dust. For O’Conuell, the Libe- 
rator of his country, the Irish patriot and 
orator, w,as even more than all this, — and a 
great deal more. He was the strenuous advo- 
cate of the emancipation of the slave, and of the 
recognition of the Jews, — of the cause of freedom 
all over the world ; and as such, the lovers of 
freedom, whether English or Scotch, or of what- 
ever nationality, have a large share in O'Connell. 
In this view, he is cosmopolitan in character ; 
he is a hero for the whole civilised world, and 
for all time. And here to-night in Cromwell I 
see many doing honor to the occasion besides 
Irishmen ; and at this very time his praises are 
in the mouths of the whole world. Englishmen, 
I think, can never be too grateful to the mao 
who aroused the national conscience to a sense 
of the injustice that was being inflicted on so 
many of their fellow-subjects, — an injustice 
which, when brought home to them, the innate 
love of justice sind fairplay of Englishmen could 
no longer tolerate. ' By the passing of the Catho- 
lic Emancipation Act, of which O'Connell was I 
the mainspring and cause, a foul blot w.is effaced 
from our legislation, for which the whole coun- 
try, and not Catholics alone, owe him an eternal 
debt of gratitude. English Catholics, who owe 
their civil existence to him at the present day, 
as well as their Irish co-religionists do, will 
never cease to regard his memory with the great- 
est love and veneration. But after all it is to 
the Irish that he must aver belong. It was his 
pride and boast that ho was an Irishman, as it 
is the pride and boast of Irishmen to claim him 
as the glory and honor of their country. His 
megioi'y is their inalienable right and inheri- 
tance. He is theirs by ties of blood, by genius ; 
bv a hundred rights ho ts almost exclusively 
theirs. And who shall say that th«y are not 
justly proud of such a trc.asure? AVa cannot 
forget the impression that his eloquence and 
energy raaile upon his countrymen in his day, — 
bow ho was cnthnsiastie.ally hailed as the saviour 
of his country, and idolised by the people as the 
Liberator of Ireland, a title by which ha is 
known now, aud w'bich will he attached to bis 
name while the world lasts. It is unnecessary 
ionine:to remind you how in all his agitating for 
reforms and concessions to the Irish people, he 
always insisted upon the employment of “moral 
force” only ; how he gained in consequence the 
support of the Roman Catholic bis'nops and 
clergy of Ireland, but lost that of many of the 
more violeut of his Own party, who fell a'way 
from him, and whose dissension caused so much 
pain and annoyance to his patriotic heart as in 
the end to impair his vigour and shorten his life. 
O'Connell used always to say that he who com- 
mitted a crime or did a deed of violence was 
fighting for the enemy and against his own cause. 
Would that every Irishman would ever bear in 
mind this wise maxim of O’Connnll ! [The 
speaker here proceeded to give a sketch of the 
life and career of O’Connell, and concluded as 
follows] : — Such, gentlemen, is a brief outline of 
the life of this great man. It is difficalt for ns 
to form an estimate of his oratorical power and 
eloquence : it is, however, agreed on all hands 
that he was a great master of eloquence, — one of 
the greatest of IreUnd, a country famed for cele- 
brated orators. He had a wonderful gift of 
fluency, fatal, I might say, for ns his posterity ; 
for his speeches having been all made extempore 
have not been preserved, and his fame on this 
point will h,ave to rest on tradition. His great- 
heartednesB, energy, persavsranoe, singleness of 
purpose, and p.atriotism can never be too highly 
appreciated and extolled. But, gentlemen, while, 
tho whole world was acquainted with the vigour, 
the humour, and the s.arcasm of his oratory, of 
O’Ccnnell in his private life it was reserved to 
comparatively few to have any experience. The 
moat of people could not conceive the mild, 
genial, kindly nature of his bearing in social 
life, so grefit a contrast does it present to that 
of the vehement orator and restless agitator. 
William Heary Cnrran, in his “Reminiscences 
of the Irish Bar,” says there appeared to be two 
or three different O’Counells. There was the 
Cleon of Clontarf, — the vehement orator, carry- 
ing his audience awiiy with the torrent of his 
eloquence ; there was the fluent spe.aker, the 
clever debater, the gentlemanly reasouer in the 
House of Commons, where he was the delight of 
all and the envy of many of his hearers ; and 
there was tho genial host and refined talker in 
private life, in which he displayed, as it were, 
the gentle vein that underlay the giant strength 
of the Great Liberator, At Darrynane or in 
Merion-square. people of all shades of opinion, of 
all religions whatever, were welcomeil alike ; 
there the very mention of politics was forbidden, 
and literature, poetry, anecdote, and fun were 
made welconie. and were all severa*ly Illustrated 
by the many-sided genius of tho kindly host. 
And it must never be forgotten that 0'<”onnell 
was a deeply religions man, and as charitable 
and considerate of others as he was religious. 
Such, then, being the character and work of 
O’Connell, is it at all astonishing that he should 
be admired by a whole Avorld united to do him 
honor? And hero, rrentlemen, I think I can 
bring my remarks aptly to a close. The Ameri- 
can poet tells ns that 

Lives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime. 

And, departing, leave behind us 
Footprints on the sands of Time : 
Footprints which perhaps another. 

Sailing o'er life’s solemn main, 

■A foriom, shipwrecked brother, 

Seeing,' may take heart again. ■

lic disabilities, to call for the intervoiitiou of a 
second O’Connell. But I contend tliat while we 
adnrire all th.at is n'rhlest in tho feharacter of 
O’Oiinnell, we should endeavour to imitate him 
ns well. And truly, if our admiration is to ooi|i 
sist liiore'y iu outward eh*)W', in bunquots and 
fine 6i*eech''g and sounding words, by thcraselves 
mere empty vaporino„and nothing further, it 
would I fear be but, skin-deep, mere lip-servico 
as it were j and O’Connell liimself would be the' 
first to disown and repudiate such a tribute of 
insiuoerity. All men, of whatever nation lhay 
may be, who love their oonutry can find mnon 
to imitate in O’Connell. I would in particular 
hold up his exsmple'to his countrymen, his ete.od-' 
fastness and earnestness, his patience, and above 
all his reluince on “ moral force,” and moral foi'ca 
only, for the redress of all grievances. No doubt 
theic is much (or Irish pa'riotism to achieve yet, 
and hare the example of O’Cennell will be truly 
valuable.

_ Tho e 6 ntenar 7 of Daniol O’Connell, held 
in the Town Hall, was the most influential 
^lathoring held in Queenstown for yeafa. 
There were nearly a hundred peraona pre- 
sent. The hall was tastefullv decorated with 
flags and evergreens. The oanquet was got 
up by Mr Eichardt in first-class strle. . The 
chair was occupied by Mr M. .T. Malaglian, 
fluppnrted by the Rev. 'Mr Jones, Messrs 
Manders, M.P.O., and H.'P'.'Mncklin.' Tlie 
TicB-chairs were filled; by Messrs Beethani, 
R.M., and T. Betts, Mayor, supported by 
Drs Douglas and Scott, and Messrs Adair, 
Goodair, and Butement. After the usual 
loyal toasts, the Chairman said ho was happy 
to see BO large an 'audience, composed of , the 
three nationalities, assomhled to pay honor 
to the memory of Dan O’Connell, whom ail 
concurred in admiring as the champion of 
civil and religions liberty. ' Luckily for us, 
the causes which evolved s'tich ability wore 
tbiugs of the pdsl, and had better be buried 
in oblivion, while tbo commemorations of 
the struggle in such a sacred cause would be 
beacons for the encouragement and guidance 
of posterity. He then briefly sicetehed. the 
career and success of O’Connell, and, after 
the toast was honored, called upon Mr 
Sproule to say a few words on the same sub- 
ject. The' toast of the Army, Rayy, and 
Volunteers was responded to by Captain 
Macklin, in a humorous speech. , He pointed 
out, to the audience that the Queenstown 
Volunteer Company was in need of recruits, 
and strongly urged all to Join, or they might 
find themselves, on an eniergeney, if unac- 
quainted with military drill, left, as the 
ancient Irish left their unserviceable men, to 
protect their Women and children, and make 
bows and arrows. The toast of “The Land 
we Live in” was responded to by Mr R. 
Beethani, ivho spoke in the highest terms of 
O’Connell, and of his persevering efforts. 
This was really the speech of the evening, 
and was received with great enthusiasm and 
applause.

Mr John Thom.»on, of the firm of Thom- 
Bon and Jenkins, storekeepers here, died 
rather suddenly at Queenstown last Thurs- 
day, at the age of thirty- two years. Tlie de- 
ceased gentleman came here from Balclutha 
about phrist'mas last, and during his resi- 
dence here commanded general esteem. He 
bad been ailing for some time past, and had 
gone to Queenstown for medical treatment. 
JJe was found dead in his bedroom, and a 
post mortem showed the cause of death to have 
been serous apoplexy. His life was insured 
for £1000, and he had capital. In the firm. 
So will has yet been discovered. His bro- 
ther, who lives at Waimate, Canterbury, has 
.been sent for. The body was interred at 
Arrowtown on Saturday. The Rev J. Jones, 
Episcopalian minister, read' the funeral ser- 
■vice, as the Rev. Drtnald Ross, Presbyterian 
minister, was unable through sickness to 
attend.

Arrow Valley. The locality is now disclosed. 
It is supposed to bo on the line of the Crite- 
rion reef, and just above the claims of the 
Arrow United and Universal companies. 
Work will very shortly be commenced, as 
vary rich prospects wore obtained, there some 
years back, when the prospector, Mr Cooper, 
the promoter of the company, mad* £3 per 
week crushing by hand, while some of the 
specimens crushed gave a return of 80 ozs of 
gold to tire ton. 

The question of winding-up seems about to 
be seriously entertained by the Dunedin 
shareholders of the Arrow United Company. 
This is to be regretted, as the - prospects of 
the affair never looked better. They Have 
proved payable gold on the bed rook in the 
shallow portion of the claim, and the present 
turbine was working well. All that seoraed 
necessary to be dono w.is to cut off the surface 
drainago, which would not cost over £ 100 . 
A strong local company is at work on the 
adjoining claim, tho Universal, who will 
soon have a centrifugal pump in operation 
capable of .throwing 2000 gallons per minute. 
If the Arrow River Ccimp,any give up now, 
the claim will be taken in hand by a local 
company; but it seems scarcely likely that 
tlie present shareholders will consent to the 
sacrifice of their property under present en- 
couraging circumstances. 

The Phmnix claim at Skippers is looking 
wellin all the slopes, and , blocking out is 
going on actively. The co-operative tribute 
party are .pulling well together, and Mr 
Evans, tlie agent for the proprietors, has 
gone up to-day to push on the erection • of 
the fluming for carrying water to the crush- 
ing machinery. 

The fiiat news of the burning of the 
Princess Tlieatra, Dunedin, reached this 
district through the Cromwell Argus, as 
the local jonnial, although published ■ later, 
does not profess to supply telegraphic news. 
All Dunedin might be burnt down, but so 
long as the fire did not reach your con- 
temporary’s office, he would treat it .with 
sublime indifference. Certainly, it might 
be dangerous to try the effect of late tele- 
graphic news upon his readers after the long 
course of stale telegrams from other papers 
and petty local news a week old to which 
they have been so accustomed. The excite- 
ment might prove too much for them. 

The recent .application qf the screw, owing 
to an insiiector's visit to the br.anch of the 
Bank of New Zealand, has caused some em- 
barrassment in commercial circles, and any 
rival Bank starting here now would secure a 
number of, very good accounts, as general 
dissatisfaction is expressed.

auditors' report. 

The auditors report and batance-sheet was 
brought up and dealt with. [The balance- 
sheet will be 'found published elsewhere], 
The report read as follows 

We have the honor to make our report for the 
half-year ending .30th June, 1S75. 

When making our last half-yearly report, we 
ha’t occasion, upon a statement of the Town 
Clerk that the old rates were irrecoverable, to 
recommend that the rate -book should bo ruled 
off. and an account brought forward for reference. 
No effect was given to that recoinmeiid,at.ion, so 
we beg again to repeat it. We notice that, al- 
though deemed irrecoverable, the eura of £2 1.6s 
has been paid on account of old rates during tbo 
past half-year. 

We have also to recommend that the rent ac- 
' counts in ledger should be ruled off at date of 
each audit, and the balances shown. For the 
same reasons ns mentioned in last report, we 
must again ask the Council to draw up a table 
shewing the items of revenue .and expenditure 
upon which, and the rates at which, the Tovra 
Clerk is authorised to charge comraission, Such 
a table would prevent any possible misunder- 
standing, and we mav add enable the Town Clerk 
to escape the invidious task of determining his 
own ch.argo3. 

We notice that a separate account has been 
opened for Waterworks. 

As our duty of Auditors ceases with the close 
of the present 'Council, we think it a fitting time 
to ask the Council to more clearly define tho au- 
ditorial duties. It is held by some that the duty 
of the auditors is simply to see that a correct 
account is kept of tho suras received on the Cor- 
poration account, and the items expended by the 
s.anotinn of a vote of the Council j whilst others 
hold that besides this it is their duty (being 
finally responsible to the ratepayers as a body) 
to seo that no items are passed, though sane- 
tioiied by a Council vote, it it w.as ultra vires on 
the part of the Council itself to sanction such a 
vote. We need hardly sny that hitherto the 
Auditors have confined their attention simply to 
the correctness or otherwise of the accounts. 

After some discussion, a motion by Cr 
Grant, seconded by Cr Arndt, was carried — 
“That the auditors’ report be adopted, so 
far as concerns the financial portion and sug- 
gestions therein contained." 

Proposed by Cr Brown, seconded by Cr 
Talboys, and unanimously carried — “That 
the auditors be informed that tlie first view 
stated as to auditorial duties is tiie one held 
by this Council. 

CORPORATIGN LEASES, 

The tenure upon whieh Corporation 
tenants hold their leases formed the subject 
of a pretty long conversation. It was ulti- 
mately decided, on the motion of Cr Arndt, 
that the Town Clerk obtain from Mr Fache, 
auctioneer, the conditions of sale of leases, 
get a dr, aft lease in accordance tlierowith 
drawn up, and present the same to'the Coun- 
cil for approval previous to a number of 
copies being procured. 

The Mayor, Crs Arndt, Brown and Taylor 
were appointed a committee to investigate 
the title to certain Corporation reserves, 

CORPORATION DAYJIAN. 

The duties of this officer were then dealt 
with. Tile general feeling appeared to be 
that tho present system was not working 
satisfactorily, as the dayman had no one hav- 
ing direct control over his work, and conse- 
quently w.as not BO strictly supervised as 
necessary to efficiency.

2 . This Act ahall come into operation on the

Vemor in the name and on behalf of Her 
Majesty and such day is hereafter referred to as 
the commencement of this Act

4. On Buoh day not later than ninety days

.any P,oad District sh.all have made and levied 
within any year a gener.al rate or rates exceed-

Revenue rising within the Provincial District in 
which such lands shall be situated and be sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Aot.

23. Tlio costs charges and expenses of Police 
Gaols Harbours Hospitals Lunatic Asylums 
Charitable Institutions and of Education through 
the Colony shall be borne on the Conaolidateil 
Fund BO far as such costs charges and expenses 
are not otherwise by law provided for. 

HI.SCELLANEOUS.

26. In all oases in which no provision or no 
sufficient provision is in the opinion of the Go- 
vernor made by this Aot it shall be lawful for 
the Governor from time to time uulii the end of 
the next session of the General A ssembly for the 
purpose of facilitating or more effectually carry- 
ing into execution any of the objects thereof to 
make and prescribe all such regulations and 
orders from time to time to revoke or alter as to 
the Governor shall appc,ar to bo requisite aud all 
such Regulations and Orders shall be published 
in the Neto Zealand Gazette and being so pub- 
lished shall have the force of law. 

27. The Colonial Treasurer shall issue and pay 
out of the Pnbiio Account all moneys which may 
become payable under the pro visions of this Aot.

Sir George Grey. 

The Taranaki News furnishes the attached 
sketch of the career of Sir George Grey, the 
Opposition leader in the Assembly, and 
wliich will no doubt bo read with interest : — 

Perhaps the most oonspiciious feature in 
the present session of the New Zealand 
Parliament is the presence in tho House of 
llepresentatives of Sir George Grey as 
member for Aucklaud and ex-Governor of the 
Colony. Few lives have been so eventful as 
that of Sir George. Born in Portugal in 1812, 
the posthumous son of a lieutenant colonel of 
. the,. British army, who was killed at the 
storming of Badajoz, he was educated tor the 
military profession at Sandhurst, and was 
there the contemporary of the laino.ited 
Colonels Nixon and Austen, who fell in the 
war of the Maori rebellion. Joining the 83rd 
Regiment aud obtaining a captaincy, he in 
1S37, being at tiiat time stationed with a 
detachment of his regiment at Adelaide, 
obtained the command of an expedition un- 
dertaken to gain inform.ation as to the state 
and resources of the interior of Australia, 
By the death of Governor Spencer, Captain 
Grey, as the ofncorcommanding the troops in 
the Colony, assumed the reins of government 
■pro tern, and was ultimately appointed Gov- 
ernor by the Imperial Government. 

In 184.), Governor Grey was appointed to 
supersede Governor Fitzroy in New Zealand. 
Landing at Auckland from the Hon. East 
India Company’s ship Blphinstone, he found 
the British at war with Heke, and the Trsa- 
surj' bankrupt. ■ Reducing the rebels to sub- 
mission, and the chaos of aiTairs to order, he 
was rewarded, in 1848, with the investiture 
of the Star of the order of the Bath, choosing 
Waka Neae, of Ngapuhi, and Te Puni, of 
Ngatiawa, as his Esquires. After a service of 
eight years in New Zealand, and after cans-, 
ing the Constitution, which for political pur- 
poses he had delayed for several years, to be 
proclaimed, ho obtained leave to return to 
England, leaving Auckland for that purpose 
on the 31st December, 1853. Having during 
his governorship of New Zealand contributed 
to literature by translations of Maori chants, 
karakias, and traditions, he received from the 
University of Oxford on his return the degree 
of Doctor of Civil Laws. Shortly after his 
arrival he was appointed Governor of the 
Cape of Good Hope, and from thence, in. 18G1, 
he ivas again appointed to New Zealand. On 
the 7th October, 18G8, Sir George again re- 
turned to England, but after a stay of a year 
or two he returned to Auckland, and secluded 
himself at Kawau, or Sliag Island, in the 
Haiiraki Gulf. His return to p'.iblic life by 
the acceptance of the Superintendency and 
representation of Auckland in the Hou.se, ren- 
dered vacant by the death of Mr Williamsnn 
during last summer, will be fresh in the minds 
of our readers. Sir George is a man of rare 
accomplLshmonts, Ho possesses a library 
unique in the Southern Hemisphere, and his 
knowledge and love Of natural history is 
attested^by his valuable aociiinatisatiou park 
at tlie Kawau.

A correspondent of an .Auckland contemporary 
receytly w.ites : — The boldest and moat siio- 
cessfully planned attempt to rob, a bank ever made 
in this aectinn of the o mntry was discovered in 
the First Natinn.T.1 Bank, Ubvington, Ky., across 
the Ghio river froju this city this morning. The 
hank is situ.ited on the corner of Fifty ,ank Madi- 
son slteek, under the Dddfellow.s’ Hall, which 
necunies the entire second storey of the (miMing. 
The burglars forged kevs to open the doors to 
the hall, aud removed the .flooring above the bank 
vault,. ■wnieh was covered with a ooucrete of 
bricks, cement, anl plates of boiler iron, in all 
over 3ft th'ok. This work must have occupied 
several nights, hat the final plate was not cut 
through till last night. Tbs burglars used a 
powerful pneuraatio engine to drive the drills, of 
which they were supplied ■with several dozen, of 
all sizes, from those used by watchmakers and 
dentists, to, the largest calibre. They worked 
under the safegu.srd of a look-out m.an, who 
occunied astation across the street from the hank 
and communicate I with his “ pals” by a coi-d 
laid like a telegraph wire between the ceiling 
.and floor of the hank aud hall above. They had 
rope ladders prepared and attached to the hack 
windows of the hall to facilitate escape in case of 
being cut off at the front. They had finely 
te-npered wedges of all sizes and leaden mallets 
to drive them between the doors of the safe, and 
after reaching the interior of the vau'b in which 
tho hnrglar-proof safe containing the treasure 
was kept, they eocountered the first serious 
opposition.' Here their skill and ingennity were 
put to the severest test, .for they could not have 
commenced final operations till two or three 
o’clock this naoraiug, as the hall was ooenpied by 
tfie lodge until long after one o’clock. The drills 
and wedges were used on the safe, and four cans 
of powder containing one pound each were used 
in tho effort to blow it open. The rivets were 
sprung and tlie se.aras a'l started. Terrific ex- 
plosions were beard during the ufght, but the 
cause was not suspecte l, nor was any discr.very 
made until tho bank was opened for business this 
morning. All the plaster liad fallen from the 
ceiling by the force of the concussion, and the 
entire outfit of the burglars was found, indicat- 
ing a precipitate flight, just on the verge of a tra- 
mendous success, for a few- more blasts would 
have burst the safe, and the millions it contained 
vrouid have been left b.we to the eager clutch of 
the gang. The safe con'cained a large number of 
private deposits of bonds and considerable specie, 
besides the large fuiris of the b.snk, which the 
officer-s will not enumerate now that they have 
escaped the tvementlous loss. The treasure was 
only reached to-night by experts from the maru- 
factorles of this city, as the safe w.as so twisted 
by the blasts as to <iety opening by the lock. 
The burglars’ outfit of tools and app.aratiis is 
valued at lOOOdoL 

Tho Sandhurst correspondent of the Affe 
gives the following account of a dastardly 
outrage perpetrated on the 1st inst. on the 
barmaid of the Club Hotel. He writes 
The unfortunate victim is a Miss Mary Cle- 
ments, who is also the niece of the landlord 
of tlie hot.)!, Mr Paterson. About the hour 
named two men found their way into the girl’s 
room, BO soitly that no one in the house was 
distorbed. She was in bed asleep, and a 
light was burnt-.ig on the table.
